Many Théories Of 
Valence Enunciated 



Hypotheses Must Not Only 
Explain, They Must 
Predict 



MOST ARE FAILURES 



"In' the past seventy-five years, one 
Important theory of valence has come 
out every three years, and ten unUn- 
portant ones every year," said Dr. E, 
W. Steacle in a lecture to the Chemi- 
cal Society on Friday night. Valence 
is the specific way In wlilch' chemical 
elements combine with one another, 
and as the formation of compounds is 
the fundamental problem of chemistry, 
theories of valence are of tremendous 
Importance. . 

All these jlînwtbeses have been un- 
able to pre^l^iS^uture, as modern 
science reqiS»ul~r'rhey are adequate 
enough to explain anyttiing after the 
event, but this will not do. Their 
failure Is due to their being oh a pure- 
ly qualitative ba:is, while modern 
chemistry, with the rest of the exact 
^iet^, demands ;.-xiuantltative ; me- 
thods. 

Qnantitative Picture 

Lately, howiever, work has ixen tone 
hi this dbrection. and has resulted in 
a quantitative picture of valence and 
of the atom. It contains many ap- 
proximations, and is thus not very 
reliable, but even so it is best to take 
tlieory, which, though it may offer 
the wrong picture, still may lead to 
somethhig — the other methodis can- 
not lead to anything. 

This new theory states that chemi- 
cal reaction depends lolely upon the 
closeness of one atom to another. It 
postulates that energy will be re- 
quired to make molecules react, while 
reactions between free atoms will take 
place without added energy. This Is 
actually found to be the case, so that 
this thelry, although hicomplete, . will 
allow us to q^Bdict, at least to some 
extent.

SHOULD BE CHECKED 

Challenges Youth To Live: 
According To Biblical 
. Principles 

"Pj'lvate property is standing in the 
way of proper distribution of all things 
which are necessary to the well-belne 
of the human race," was the state 
ment made by Professor James Coote 
of the faculty of Engineerhig in a ser 
mon which h6 delivered before the 
members of the Emmanuel Church 
yesterday at 11 a.m. 

Speaking on tlic Social Reconstruc- 
tion of Society and the part that the 
Church sliould play in the process, 
Professor Coote as:ertcd that the mis 
use of the power that" is invested in 
ccrtato people, .by^ virtue of their 
ownership of some ; property whichfla 
necessary to the rkce,>te at the base.of 
the ahnut complete ; failure of the 
economic system to hold its own dur- 
ing the past, few years. The system or 
society as it stands today, if it i« to 
have its leare of life prolonged, Is to 
be reconstructed on the basis of prin- 
ciples outlined to the Bible, stated 
Professor Coote./ 

Urges Property Control 

Pi'lvate property, went on Professor 
Coote, should bo considered as a trtist 
and a responsibility. Its administration 
should be controlled by law so that the 
net result tlierefrom should be the 
greatest good for the greatest num 
ber. The Church, ths Institution 
tliat can exert a very powerful influ- 
ence on a large number of people, 
should condemn anything that is con 
irary to the standards of Justice as 
expounded in the Blbl 

The work of the minister should 
n(^ end with the sermon and the 
prayer; -He.should keep ta^tbuch with 
the, life ...outside ..tlié.;;jsiuis:;j<tf ^ to 
church, and should endeavor to assist 
to this rebuilding of a. better society 
on souiider bases of llvtog. He should 
try to obtain, ttirough. a constant stress 
of the point a better life for every 
body. A life wherein every man will 
have not only the necessaries of life 
but also the good things. 

Challenges Youth 

In closing. Professor Coote empha- 
sized the fact that we should all try 
to live as though the Ktogdom of 
Heaven on earth were already an ac 
complished fact. He stressed the 
moral and mental satisfaction to be 
derived from such a mode of livtog, 
and threw out . a challenge to the 
younger generation to >: attempt this 
sort of life as ani' adventure and reap 
the benefits to be derived from a closer 
and more unda:£.tandtog attitude to- 
wards our fellow men to every walk 
of life.

Rev. William Proudfpiirtkw a ^ on e of 
the lesser known figUMs'nvïio^ettlcd 
in Ontario a centuiy ago, ^Professor 
MacDermot declared.

in due- "cbursb, finds hifl -work in life 
to the growing colony. .There la pleas- 
ure and instruction In the plaiii and 
candid tale of his early days as a
